For the production of food 
for poultry of couse good land is re- 
Q = O phe al an 
land will do. It is possiblé to take 
a sandy waste and use it to advantage 
in providing runs for poultry. When 
it comes to the question of alloting 


of poultry it is rather difficult to-get 
down to a business basis. This is 
largely because the food of the poultry 
comes largely from waste products, 
For instanve there is the supply of 
bone and meat scraps from the 
butchers, which will make a-éonsider- 
ahle part of the feed. The use of this 
reduces the land requirements for sus- 
taining the flock. Other waste prod- 
ucts can be utilized which all works 
in the same direction. On the farm, 
the land requirement for poultry cul- 
ture is Gomparatively.small even when 
flocks of considerable size are kept. 
This is especially true of water fowls, 
where there is a stream or lake acces- 
sible. Leaving “OUt the question of 
producing food for the poultry, one 
acre will be found sufficient for 200 
hens, if they be kept in small flocks. 
This land may be made to grow a 
good deal of green stuff, if each yard 
be divided {nto two and the fowls per- 
mitted for forage on the green stuff 
in one part of the yard while a new 
supply is growing in the other, 


Overfat Hens. 
‘From Farmers’ Review: In speak: 
ring of:our experience with overfat 
hens, would say that it Is rather dis- 
asterous to ourselves as well as the 
hens. We find that when hens be- 
gin to lay on fat they get lazy and 
want to sit around, They either stop 
laying altogether or else lay small 
infertile eggs with germs so weak 
that the chicks die {n the shell. If 
they stop laying, the little eggs inside 
get hard and are overgrown with fat 
which finally forms a sort of a tumor. 
They get short of breath and the least 
excitement makes something give 
way and they dic. If they eseape this 
growth they get conjestion of 
liver, which very soon kills them. 
We think the best thing to-do with 
an overfat hen {fs to cook her, un- 
less she is a hen of extra value. In 
this case it is best to take her in hand 
at once, giving her a few doses of 
epsom salts, feeding her, plenty of grit : 
and. only cnough other food .to kecp | 
her from starving for a few days.

Alexander, who had fe 
covered from his Hlness caused by 
pathing in the Cydnus, more rapidly 
than his opponent had expected, sur- 
prised the Persians in their unfavor- 
able position and defeated them. 

From Issus the lecturer continued 
his journey over the Cilician Gate and 
the Taurus range to the salt steppes 
jn the interior of the country. The 
opportunity was taken to survey the 
course and the valley of the Kokun-su.. 
The valley Jeads up to the Taurus and 
forms at the top a level 250 metres in 
width, encompassed by high rocks, 
which must have been passed over 
by armies in ancient times on their 
marches from the coast to the north- 
west. 

Trips were made from 
Pergamon, Ephesus, and 
Troy a party of thirty ladies and 
genlemen archacologists, who were 
visiting the hills of Hissarlic under the 
euidance of Pref.

~ LEO NIIT PASSES. ~ 

-On Monday after atung and yallaot 
tight for life Pope Leo passed away 
while the “penctentarics who were 
gathered about the -bed offered the 
prayer intervening f6F the passing 
soul. The bedy of the dead pope will 
be buried next Wednesday. Immedi- 
ately after the funeral of Pope Leo the 
conclave for the election of the new 
pope will begin. The body of the dead 
pope lies in state, surrounded by kneel 
ing Franciscans chanting penctential 
psalms. . : 
Gioracchino Pecci was born un 
March 2d, 1810, at Carpineto, Italy. 
He rose rapidly, in church preferment 
because of his great abitity and the 
exceptivnal purity and devotion of his 
private life, being a Nuncio at the 
court of Brussels at the age ‘of 36, at 
which age he was made Archbishop of 
Perugia. In 1853 tie was made Car- 
dinal, and in 1878 was elected to the 
chair of St. Peter. In the history of 
Rome men of infamous character und 
scandalous life have filled that exalted 
place, but no“ man of greater piety, 
gentler spirit, or purer life and char- 
acter has ever ruled the Romafi church 
than Leo XIII. He was both good 
and great, and because of his goudness 
the protestant world hears of his pass- 
ing with a regret only less than that 
felt by the communion of Rome. He 
was inthis 94th year; he had been an 
archbishop for 57 years; a cardinal for 
50 years, aud a pope for 25 years, As 
a churchman he was the antipodes of 
his predecessor. Aius.1X was only a 
great politiciun. Leo XIIl was the 
greatest statesman the Roman church 
has developed in modern times. At 
no time in history ‘have the problems 


connected with the readjustment of} 


church policy to meet the rapidly 
changing fonditions of government 
and the increasing power of demoéra- 
cy the world over been as pressing as 
at the present, and the election of hts 
successor {8 therefore fraught with 
graver consequences to the church in 
its relations toseveral governments 
than for severa] centuries.

The funeral of a sailor at sea is a 
most impressive ceremony. Nine men 
of the Massachusetts died as the re- 
sult of a thirteen inch gun’s explosion. 
They were buricd at San Juan, Porto 


Rico, but before the bodies were taken } 


ashore the funeral was heid, as is the 
eustom, on the quarter deck of the 
ship. Excepting on special occasions 
like this officers alone are permitted 
on this deck. In the presence of the 
admiral and other officers, standing 
with bared heads, and marines and 
blue jackets, a detail from each ship 
of the squadron, drawn up in line, the 
easkets containing the men who died 
were borne by men who had been 
their comrades on to the quarter deck. 
A band played a dirge, a quartet of 
sailors sang and the chaplain prayed 
and spoke with solemn voice of the 
bravery of those who had--suffered a 
death so cruel. The brawny men of the 
ships of war were standing silent, lis- 
tening, thelr heads bowed, their sun- 
burned faces nrettonless. But never a 
tear was shed, for tears and women 
have no place aboard a man-of-war.

Soldier Taken for a Girl. 

Goorge W. Logan of Salem, Va., 
who came to the U. C. V. reunion as 
delegate from Hop Dyole Camp, tells 
an interesting story illustrative of the 
belief of Union soldiers that many 
women disguised themselves as men 
and fought in the Confederate army. 
Mr. Logan was only seventeen years 
old when be was taken prisoner in an 
attack on Fort Cannon. He was very 
. slender, but deep-chested, and very 
girlish in his appearance, being fair, 
with high color and wearing his long, 
light-brown hair brushed straight 
back and unparted. Taken to Point 
Lookout and later to City Point, he 
attracted the attention of an officer of 
the eséort. The Federal officer treat- 
ed the youthful prisoner with as 
much ccurtesy as circumstances per- 
mitted, frequently conversing with 
him. 

One day the cfficer asked to bevtold 
the truth regarding. the belief among 
Federal soldiers that many Women 
were serving in the Confederate 
army, some of them being types of 
the best of southern -wemanhood. Mr. 
Logan said it was nc* trite, but he had 
heard, in common with others, that 
a few women had so served. 

“TI believe this was so,” said Mr, 
Legan yesterday, “but I do not-think 
there were mere than a dozen such 
instances, and I have no positive 
hrowledge of any.”
